We divided 212 pages amongst our 3 
boys and 15 girls and got 'em all done. The gorgeous cover used three ink colors: cOmlOOylOOkO 
(red), Cl00m40y0k0 (blue), and cOmlOylOOkO (yellow). We were cheap with the endsheets and 
used black and white ink with only one spot color being cOmlOOylOOkO (red), We constructed our 
pages in Adobe Pagemaker 6.5 and printed them out on our wonderfully slow LaserWriter 8500. 

For special effects we turned to Freehand 8. Any clipart found on these pages came from the Art 
Explosion clipart book. We sold our fine products for 34 bones without monogramming or 39 with 
it. We were font happy and used fonts such as Rhino, Skitz, Charcoal, Hobo, Avant Garde 
(headlines), Palatia bold. Paramount (captions), GoudyCatTReg (body), and Schoolboy (cover/ 
endsheets). All work was done in our li'l lab consisting of six power macs and one G3. Our film was 
developed at our loving Johnston Hy-Vee. For further insight into this book, get a hold of us.
